It is gratifying to report that members may now find the books and papers of this Society com- 
fortably housed in a large cheerful room, where they are accessible every day in the week, except 
Sundays, and where every facility will be extended for their use.

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The following general statement of the Secretary was then read: 

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY 
The proceedings of the Astronomical Society of the Pacific have been marked by unusual 
activity during the past year. The Stahl course of lectures, which began in October, 1016, was well 
received by the public and has fully demonstrated the popular interest felt in the subject of 
astronomy. 

The first course of these lectures, six in number, was given by members of the staff of the Lick 
Observatory, Director Campbell delivering the first two and Astronomers Aitken and Curtis 
the last four. The series came to an end in April, 1917. 

Under date of September 29th, 1917. Mr. Adolfo Stahl again made a generous contribution 
to the Society for the continuation of this work and the second course of lectures, beginning with 
that of November last, is now under way. 

The interest excited by these lectures, together with the campaign for new members inaugurated 
by Dr. W. W. Campbell's Letter Committee, has resulted in an increased membership to the 
Society during the past year as follows:

Active Members 80 

Student Members 5 

Institutional Members 5 

Total 105 

In the meantime, but six members have been lost to the Society by resignations, deaths and 
other causes.

Our exchange list contains forty names, and we send our Publications to sixty-eight cor- 
responding institutions. Owing to war conditions our exchanges of all kinds with Germany 
and the central belligerent countries have necessarily been discontinued. 

By authority of the Board Resolution of May 29th, as set forth in the Minutes of that date, 
an arrangement was entered into with the Sutro Branch of the California State Library whereby 
the latter has taken over the custody of the library of the Astronomical Society of the Pacific. 
The transfer of all books and papers was made in June, and the collection as shown by the Libra- 
rian's Report, is now very commodiously installed at the corner of Sacramento and Webster 
streets, this city. The transfer of the library from the room formerly occupied in the Phelan 
Building made it possible to surrender that room for cheaper quarters and, on July 1st, the Society 
secured its present quarters in the Lick Building, at $5 Montgomery street, at a rental of $10.00 
per month, which is one-half of'the rental formerly paid. 

An authorization to expend the sum of $200.00 for binding the loose papers of the Society was 
made on May 29th and under this authorization 135 volumes have been bound and expenditures 
made aggregating $100.49. ... ,. , , « „ 

The Society will be glad to learn that the long-pending embarrassments of the Contra Costa 
Water Company which deprived us for over two years of the interests on the three bonds of said 
Company, held by this Society, have been finally adjusted. Under the settlement made all the 
back interest was paid in and we received in lieu 01 the three 5% Contra Costa Bonds, three 
SK% bonds of the Bay Counties Water Company.
